Main was 
victorious over four other

C avanagh was unopposed for the 
Democratic nomination.

Dec. 18 .-H e av y 
repaym ents of Reconstruction F i­ 
nance Corporation loans,

erai treasury In the b lack in the 
first half of Decemb er for the first 
time In many months. 
With the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation recovering $167,068,035 
in previous loan» , net government 
expenditures in the first 16 days of 
Decemb er were 
only 
$146,669,096,; 
compared with $361,298,892 in the 
corresponding period of last year. 
Government revenues in th> first 
half of Decemb er, meanwhile, rose 
to $232,440,381 from $208.500.597 a 
year ago. 
This left the treasury 
with a surplus of $85,771,284 in the 
first half of Decemb er, compared 
with a deficit of $147,798,295 in the 
corresponding period of last year.

It is a memorial to the most 


famous pilot that ever held a wheel— Samuel 


L . Clemens, who was known to the world 


under the name of M ark I wain. 


If M a rk T w a in were alive now he would 


be 100 years old 
H e ha* 


been dead since 19 10— a quarter of a cen 


txjry— but this tall lighthouse, erected only a 


few months ago, is his country’s recognition 


of the fact that he left his country some 


things that w ill not die at all, as long as 


men still enjoy reading tales and adventur­ 


ing in magic lands which they could not 


reach unaided. 
T h e erection of the lighthouse is only one 


of the w ays in which the nation has been 


observing M ark T w a in ’s centennial. 
There 


have been pageants 
and 
homecomings 
in 


H annibal, banquets in N ew York, reissu- 


ings of his books, publication of his private 


diaries, and so on— all in testimony to the 


fact that he made his countrymen free of a 


wide new empire, and saved for all time 


the enchanting and distinctive flavor of the 


Mississippi valley of long ago. 


* A 
Y E A R before his death, M ark I wain 


noted a singular coincidence. 


“ I came in with H a ile y ’s comet in 1835, 


he said. 
“ It is coming again next year, and 


I expect to go out with it. 
It w ill be the 


greatest disappointment of my life if I don t 


go out with H a ile y ’s comet. 
I he Alm ighty 


said, no doubt: 
‘N o w here are these two 


unaccountable freaks: they came in together 


they must go out together’.” 


Mark Twain came in with Ha ile y 's 


comet in 1835 and went out with it 


in IQIO, the most brilliant and best 


loved literary figure in his country

A n d go out with it he did— trailing attei 


him, like the comet, a splash of dusty 
light 


•cross the sky, a light which lit up his own 


Mississippi valley and made it forevei a pros

H e was born in a cramped little house in 


Florida, M o ., on N ov. 30, 
1835. 
H e was 


not robust, as a child, and he had odd habits 


like walking in his sleep which testified to a dis 


turbed and restless spirit. 
H is father was a 


lawyer, and a failure; the boy Sam was 12 


when he died, leaving the family little enough 


to get along on. 
Sam became a printer s devil, 


and when his older brother. Orion, bought the 


H annibal Journal, Sam went along to work toi 


him. 
For a number of years he lived in Hanm 


bal— a town which he was later to make world 


famous. 
Then he became restless, and began 


• long wandering across the country, workinv 


•t his trade in N ew York, Philadelphia, St. 


Louis, Cincinnati and divers other places; and 


finally, tiring of this, he decided to follow on« 


of the dreams of his boyhood and become a 


Mississippi river steamboat pilot. 


H e has told us. in his books, how the steam­ 


boat was the one great touch of glamour and 


excitement in the lives of the dwellers in small 


river towns in those pre-Civil \X ar days. 
It 


stood for opulence and splendor, with its plush- 
lined cabins, its rows of blazing lights and its 


gilt decorations. 
Its arrival and departure were 


great events, to he watched with goggling eyes 


by all small boys. 
A n d of all the enviable 


people aboard her, the lordly and masterful 


pilot 
seemed to these small boys to be th« 


greatest. 


C O Samuel Clemens, at the age of I 7, be- 


^ 
came an apprentice, or “ cub,” to Horace 


Bix b y, one of the most famous of the Missis 


sippi pilots. 


I he next year and a half he devoted to the 


job of mastering this exacting calling. 
1 le has 


given a description of it in " L if e on the Missis 


sippi” — which doubtless wall always remain 


as the greatest book ever written about the 


river boatman’s life. 
From the picture he gives 


the Mississippi pilot seems to have had one ol 


the most difficult jobs imaginable. 


1 here were no beacon lights along the river 


in those days. 
T h e w aterw ay was I 400 miles 


long, and the pilot had, literally, to memorize 


every foot of it. 
H e had to know precisely 


where the unmarked channel was; where to stay 


close to one bank, where to cross over, where 


sand bars and snags lurked, which ripples be 


spoke the presence of concealed obstacles and 


which were merely harmless eddies. 


A s if that were not enough of a task, it rnusi 


be remembered that the river’s course was for 


ever changing. 
Sand bars were dissolving 


to be replaced by new ones in different 


spots. 
O ld snags would disappear 
and 


new ones would develop; whole islands 


and peninsulas would vanish between one 


trip and the next. 
IT ie job of memorizing 


had to be repeated on each trip from N ew Oi- 


leans to St. Louis. A nd , to top it all, the steam 


ers ran in the night as well as in daylight, and 


there were no beacon lights of any kind, nor did 


any pilot have the use of a searchlight. 


Clemens mastered this most difficult of pro 


fessions, and in September, 1838, he became 


a full-fledged pilot. 
1 le wrote, many years 


later, that this was the happiest period of all 


his life. 
H e had no plan, then, except to be 


a pilot all his life. 
But the C ivil W a r came 


along, steamboating was interrupted, and after 


a brief and abortive career in the Confederate 


service the young man went to the far west, 


H 


IS brother, Orion, had been appointed set 


retary of Nevada territory, and Sam went 


along as the secretary s secretary. 
I he jot 


carried neither salary nor duties, but it did land 


him in N evada at the height of the great mining 


boom, and for a time the future author anti 


humorist labored as a prospector. 
T his life (recorded unforgettably in “ Rough 


ing It” ) was not entirely to his liking. 
H e al 


ways insisted that he was a very lazy man. 
In 


his copy of Tacitus’ history of Rom e there is

unanimously agree are his greatest — " 1 lie A d ­ 


ventures of 
Tom Saw yer” and

tures of Huckleberry Finn.” 


O d d ly enough, he himself seems not to have 


regarded them so highly. 
H e dawdled at tire 


writing of “ H uck Finn,” starting it in 
1876 


and not finishing it until 
188 3. 
H e hardly 


looked on them as literature at a l l. to his mind, 


his "Jo a n of A rc ’ — which is almost igmned 


today— was an infinitely superior book. 


It must be admitted that many readers of Ins 


day agreed with him. 
For some unaccountable 


reason, these two magnificent classics of boy­ 


hood 
were regarded as somehow subversive. 


For many years, libraiians excluded them from 


their shelves, and careful parents saw to it that 


the books did not get into the hands of thru 


children. 


But that verdict was finally overthrown. 
T o ­ 


day the books are universally recognized as 


classics; "T o rn Sa w ye r" as the perfect picture 


of a boyhood in a river town before the war, 


and "H u ck leb erry F in n " as the magical ac­ 


count of an adventuring in a timeless and eter­ 


nal land. 
If you called the latter book the 


greatest novel ever written by in Xmerit an you 


could find many critics to agr»*»- with you. 


once to pay every penny— and, to do it. em­ 


barked on a lecture tour that took him clear 


around the w o rld ! 


The tour was a tremendous success. 
In 14 


months he had finished his trip, had paid oft 


all of his debts, had written new books, and 


had won acclaim in every country he visited. 


W hen he catne hack to Am erica he was greeted 


like a returning hero. 
H e was unquestionably 


Am erica's leading citizen. 


H e settled down, now, to enjoy life. 
H e 


gave w ay to his old fondness for lying long 


a bed, and sometimes spent the entire day there, 


propped up on pillows, smoking innumerable 


cigars and writing on a pad held on a board 


across his knees. 
H e played unending games 


of billiards, dressed spectacularly in white eve­ 


ning clothes, and became nearly as famous for 


ihe »tones he told to Ins friends as for those 


that he had written. 


4 N D yet. strangely enough, this greatest of

humousts was not a cheerful man. 
H e 


used to say that a man who was a pessimist be­ 


fore the age of 48 knew too much and that * 


man who was an optimist after the age of 48 


knew too little; and in his later years he had 


many hours of melancholy and dark distrust, 


the fruit of which is to be found in his savage 


and beautiful story.

DEEPEST MYSTERY OF ALL
